WILLIAM and MARY ASHBY 


The name Ashby is synonamous with service in 
Essex County. William M. Ashby is the 
founding director of the Urban League of Essex 
County along with the affiliate in Union 
County and Springfield, Ohio. Graduating from 
Lincoln. University, PA. in 1911, and Yale 
University Divinity School in 1916, Mr. Ashby 
became the first African-American Social 
Worker in the State of New Jersey. 


His fight for equal opportunity continued on 
many fronts leading him to a continued life 
commitment for civil rights. Without the 
loving support and encouragement of his wife, 
Mary, much of what he accomplished may not 
have been. A marriage of partnership and 
strength, they were wedded for "74 years, 1 
month and 15 days" until Mrs. Ashby's untimely 
death in October, 1988. 


The Urban League of Essex County is proud to 
name its expanded child care center after 
William and Mary Ashby. The naming of the 
center is a testament to their love for 
children and humanity. As a continuing goal 
to educate our children of their heritage, the 
Urban League Child Care center has adopted the 
Brookhaven Nursing Home, where Mr. Ashby 
resides. Several times a year the children 
visit the home of over 200 residents to 
perform Christmas Carols and other special 
presentations.
